IT^e" 'expenditure, 
even in addition, to tho supplementary os 
timatos, would but amount to little more 
than that, if account was taken of tho 
items which aro of purely accidental 
character, and taking into accounc also 
the saving in the estimated cost of the 
Intercolonial railiray. ^ On the whole, at 
the most, the'defidit could not be more 
than $600,000, and but for tho cir 
cumstances detailed more fully in the 
speech, the accounts would probably 
have balanced for the first time in five or 
six years. 

The revenue for next year was estimat 
ed to bo $25,517,000 aaoompared with an 
estimated expenditure of §25,007,000. 
The Customs revenue would probably be 
515,300,000 and Excise §5,213,000, being 
ah inoroaso over last year based on - the 
increased prosporicy kj{ iK» fnnntry. .Thu 
Government would propose that the 
amount of Dominion notes above which 
it was necessary to. hold dollar for. dollar, 
in gold, should be extended from twelve 
to twenty million of dollars, wliich would 
givo them about four railliona and pre- 
vent us from going into tho English mar- 
ket for some timo to como. Tho amount 
to bo hold in gold is stated more fully in 
the spe^ech itself, as well as other details 
of .Uie proposal? . "[]' 

The Financo Minister dwelt with some 
force on his estimate of the effect on the 
trade of Groat Britain with Canada 
compared with our trade with tho United 
States. In iron, free goods and in duti- 
able goods of the same character, thore 
had boon a large increase in tho trade 
from England, while, on the other hand, 
there had been a falling off of a very de- 
cided character in the trade with the 
United States. In cotton goods tho 
same result had arisen in the most mark- 
ed manner,' oiir trade' increasing .with 
Englahd'ahd decreasing with' the' Unilf d 
States. In glass manufactures, in leather 
i^anufacturon, in sugars, particularly ,"'.{11 
teas, in wood-ware, and in a considerable' 
variety of staple articles, the trade 
had altered in favor of Groat 
'Bq^uOjU^^M^t^ the .Uui^ti States. 
ThS^tar^intiTelp^ 'months was* 
that' while" oui" trade' with Great BHtain 
had decreased 7 per cent., our trade with, 
that is ot r imports from the United 
States, had decreased 35 per cent. This 
fact, when fully impressed on tho House 
by the details given by the Minister was 
warmly applauded. Tho Minister was 
able fully: to ;Claim that his estimate of tho 
effect of the' tariff bh British goods had 
been fully and most satisfactorily carried 
out. 

It had been contended by tho Opposi- 
tion that prices would riso, and revenue 
would dbdine. It had also been said that 
the mannfacturers wore dissatisfied. Not 
one of those atatomonts had been carried 
out in fact. No decided riae in price h>id 
arisen from tho tariff, tho revenue had 
not been ruined, and ho had himself 
takon the trouble to visit the manufactur- 
ers to find out' whether they were dissatis- 
fied or not.' Beyond the increased cost 
of raw materials, not attributable to tho 
tariff, there had been, in articles of man- 
ufacture, no increase at all. 
:.J.t had been stated that the tariff would 
prbduce ilUfeeling in England! Two cir- 
cumstahce's 'disproved this — the first was 
that never before did Canada occupy so 
favorable a place in the eyes of the peo- 
ple of Great Britain as : a possiblo homo 
for them and their cliildron The second 
was that when he had occasion to go to 
England lie had been able to got S75O,00O 
more for his last loan than Sir Richard 
Cart Wright had been able to obtain for 
the same kind.of loah'dn a Tforfeer occa- 
sion. These two facts -showed that tho 
people and tho financiers of England had 
not responded to tho opportunity afforded 
them of getting angry with Canada. 

The diversion which the Finance Min- 
ister made to reply to some of the charges 
made against the tariff regarding New 
Brunswick was an unusual but nevcrtha- 
less successful effort. Ho mot 
point with gvf-at aptness. 

TUB OPPOSITION REPLY. 

Tho Opposition Finance Minister was 
dispogifd to allow to the Finance 'Minister 
a considerable- tiino for' the operation of 
the National Policy. But this modera- 
tion was deceptive, for in a little time Sir 
Richard "was • h'imsolf again," and tho 
"honest workingman" was niade to "curso 
the day" of tho fatal N. P. in true hust- 
ings fashion. An attack on Sir Leonard 
TiTle^^s coa^tttuenejr was followed by an 
attaok on the'N. P. in a general way a-i 
'•robbing" and "ruining" in the familiar 
old faiahion. After this ho proceeded to 
particularize. ' Ho declined r6 iponsibility 
for tho deficit of ^l .OOO.OOO odd which tho 
acco'unts'show and which is" in fact, much 
larger. It is true that in his bwn biid jot 
speech of 1874 he fepiidiated responsi- 
bility for the acts of his predecoss'drs, and 
continued to do so till the end, but ho 
will not allow this advantage to his oppon- 
ent. What was wise and proppr in Sir 
Richard is quite wrong in Sir Leonard. 
He doclaifed with an enormous degreo of 
assurance that the' present Government 
had expended over 8500,000 more than 
tho late Oovornraent would have oxpend- 
od, and indulged in a fling at Sir Ale.c- 
ander Gait, who was, ho B.aid "a dis- 
tinguished personage" who was "disre- 
garding his'own reputation" provided ho 
could givo any help to the present Minis- 
try. He was of opinion that there would 
bo a deficit of several millions of dollars 
at the close of the present year, and do- 
clarod that with a revenue tariff we would 
have had a surplus this year, that is, with 
less revenue we should have.paid.off a de- 
ficit that would in,:that,^e^naTe' amount- 
ed to over three millidiiiK ,'.;After having 
asserted T^ith emphasis- that the Govern- 
mint noa.'p^ctraT.appi.ii) its expenditures, 



every 



he went on to deny that theit: economies 
wero real. -Ho wont back to 1859 for ex- 
amples for deficits, sneered at their ox- 
ponditure "among the mountains of Brit- 
uh Colutabia," but mirahile dictit, ad- 
mitted that Sir Leonard l^Uey's loan wasj 
a good loan, but at the same time he' 
claimed that it was no bettor than his 
own. 

Sir Richard was not willmg that the 
National Policy should have, any benefit 
at all from tlio admitted prosperity of 
the country. He accused Sir Leonard 
Tilley of having decreased the commerce 
of the country. Sir Leonard Tilley miglit 
have replied, after five years Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright was compelled to admit 
that the trade of thu country 
had gono dorni fifty millions. A 
good deal of facotiousness was in- 
dulged in by Sir Richard on tho 
subject of Sir Leonard Tilley's visits to 
tho manufacturers. On this matter tho 
prolonged nature of Sir Richard's jokes 
seemed to jndicato a good deal of active 
hostility and half-rovoalod bitterness. In 
tho course of his reading, ho appears to 
have come across a St. John man with an 
income of §350, who paid §50 per annum 
of taxation consequent upon tho tariff. 
This was even worse than tho clergyman 
of last year, who paid $200. Tho tariff 
requires about 50 cents a head to keep it 
up to tho proper level. The clergymafT 
paid taxes for four hundred persons. Tho 
St. John man paid for 112 of tho popula- 
tion. Under these circumstances there 
cait be no difficulty about obllectjng a ro- 
voHuo. • The Pouso was too bored, per- 
haps, to resent the threat tliat tho people 
of tho country might "take tho law into 
thoir own hands," and that people had 
"revolted" for less oppression than was 
heaped upon them now. 

SIB CHARLES TUFPEK. 

When. Sir Oharles Tupper deolarod Sir 
'Richard Cartwright'a speech to be "wild, 
sxtravagant and arrogant," ho at once hit 
tho feeling of tho House and excited a 
feeling latent in the mind of ovory niom- 
ber, and when he went on to doclaro that 
Sir Richard had trifled witli tho intelli- 
genco of tho House and tho country, ho 
took still mora firmly the mind of the 
House into liis control, and members re- 
sponded quickly. It was quite natural 
that the first thing Sir Charlos alioulU do 
was to placo bofoi-o Sir Richard Cart- 
wright hia own past career as a politician 
and a Finance Minster. If anything could 
tono down the arrogance of a man, such 
a record of desertion followed by deficits, 
would do so. Sir Charles used tho knout 
very freely on tho shoulders of Sir Rich- 
ard and somo others opposite. "iho 
lion, gentleman talks of deficits," said Sir 
Charles, "well, thoro is nothing with 
which the hon. gentleman is more fami- 
liar." Sir Oharles resented and repudiat- 
ed Sir Bidhard.Oartwright's insults to Sir 
Alexander Gait, whose services had en- 
abled tho Grits to claim part credit of tlic 
only fortunato thing thoy over accom- 
plished, tho Halifax award. Sir Richard 
Cartwright tried to dony his words, but 
the memory of tho House was too good 
for him. The Minister of railways sum- 
med up the whole history of Sir Richard 
Oartwright's financial management, show- 
ing that his dificits actually amounted to 
88,315,000, and yet ho dared to assert 
himself the superior 'of every Financo 
Minister and publiq^man . in ^this or any 
other country. ^ - 

- Sir Charles took up the estimates of this 
year and showed what ameliorating cir- 
oumstanccs attached thomselves to them, 
and then proved they were loss than Sir 
Richard asked in 1874. 'Ho paid a splen- 
did tribute to Sic^eonord -Tilleyjiwhoao 
work'?iito(8o^'irajiortalii^?tb''"0a^^ and 
who had carried it out with such industry 
and skill and success. He declared that 
Sir Richard's speech was a forest of rhe- 
toric without an acorn at the top. Ho 
brought down Sir Richard step by step 
to tho time when, after a serious deficit, 
he declared, at last, ho was unable to 
placo the last . of them, and hesitated 
about putting an an income tax. He thon 
arraigned the Pacific railway policy of Mr. 
Mackenzie and dro vohomo deeply the shaft 
of truth, winged with rhetoric that tho 
Minister usually employs on such occa- 
sions. He made a statomont on tho au- 
thority of Hon. Mr. Popo, which is in 
itself remarkable, viz: that in the l.i.st 
two months there had como into this 
country as immigrants double tlio number 
that ever came in tho history of Canada 
before. 

MK. MACKKNZIK. 

Mr. Mackenzie followed at 12.30. Ho 
emphasized to-night tho remarks which 
wero called attention to tho other day. 
He declared, for instance, in effect that 
he only called for tender^ for the Yale 
Kamloops branchi in order to see what it 
would cost, which will bo interesting news 
to tho contractors, who may have gone to 
much expense to send in tenders. Ho 
made an attempt, lacking his usual force, 
to offset tho cru.shing address of Sir 
Charles Tupper. It seemed to him won- 
derfully clever to talk of Sir Charles Tup- 
por's "degraded" public position, and 
thon to apologize for itf M not. wishing to 
be personal. He spoke jpr an hour, out 
suspend his speech. '

A report was read from tho Engineer 
and Superintendent of the Water Works 
recommending that, in order to meet the 
increased demand for water, tho 12-inch 
mains bo extended from Douglas street up 
Pandora street and thence to tho vicinity 
of the Royal Hospital Uiere to be connect- 
ed' with a reservoir ' t6 Ud'^ constructed, 
having a capacity for a million and a' half 
gallons. Tho report also recommends 
that a high service reservoir be built in 
the elevated locality at the head of Fort 
street ; this reservoir to be capable of con- 
taining 60,000 gallons. The water falling 
into the low level reservoir is to afford 
the motive power for a hydraulio -engine 
which will force the supply for the upper 
reservoir through a C-inch main. It is 
estimated that the completion of the pro- 
posed improvomonts will involve an' out- 
lay of $60,000 in addition to an expen- 
diture of $10,000 necessary to place tho 
filter beds iii^ condition adequate to the 
increased 'demand anticipated. 

The Mayor said the matter was one for 
serious consideration. No doubt a loan 
could bo raised to carry out the work, but 
the question was whether tho people 
would approve of it. 

Coun. SicLean thought tlrnt it would bo 
well to place the scheme in print before 
tho public and ascertain the'views of the 
people before taking any definite action 
in the matter.

Mr-. J. Toomoy' of this city i-eturned 
from Ruby Creek by the Enterprise yes- 
terday. He entered the diggings with W. 
Blacket, C. Humphrey, A. McLeay, 
John Miles and Tho3. McDougal by way 
of Hope, and.camo out in seven days to 
Victoria. ;,Tliey„dragged sleiglis in and 
out. Tho'^srio%i^lios yory deep on the 
upper ond of 'Ruby Creek, but a thaw 
had cbmmenced at the mouth. Skaget 
river, was low, with two feet of soft snow 
on the banks.

Tho. men 
Wero engaged'in' packing grub and getting 
out lumber for wing-dams and sluices.

Every- 
one in tho minns is siiti-sfiod that tho 
Death's Head routo is ii failure and must 
bo abandoned. 

A bridge on the wagon-road 21 miles 
from Hope has brpkftlt^RWn and is in a 
dangerous state.
